Speakers Urge Rejection. 

After Mr. Redmond had concluded his re- 
marks speeches s¢ronding the resolution 
were made. John O’Callaghan. of the Amer- 
joan branch of the Irish league aroused the 
enthusiasng of the delegates. He assured 
the delegates that so long as England gives 
the Boers, who fought her (cries of and 
beat her more home rule than the Irish, 
the Irish-Americans will prevent the alliance 
with the United States which Engiand so 
greatly desires. 

Father David Humphreys, another speak- 
er, proved to be a disturbing element. 

“ Catholics and nationalists are the same,” 
he said.

Father Humphrey's speech was interrupt- 
ed by many cries of dissent, whereupon he 
shouted that the convention was packed 
with Redmond's ereatures, and Mr. Red- 
mond compelied him to take his seat for in- 
sulting the convention. 

Several other speakers followed, chief 
among them being Frank O'Connell, an Aus- 
tralian member of parliament, who assured 
the convention of the sympathy of all Aus- 
tralians for home rule, and T. P. O'Connor.

BRITISH CLERGY AND BENCH SAY 
EQUALITY IS AT FAULT. 


Magistrate in Landon Police Court 
Asserts That Almost Every Case of 
Domestic Trouble in. His Observa- 
tion Is Result. of Theory That Wife” 
Is on Plane with Husband—Says 
Man Must Rule Weman or Strife 
Will Follow. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May. 21.—The remark by Magis- 
trate Fordham during the hearing of a case 
in the North London Police court to the effect 
that a woman ought to allow her husband to 
revise her visiting Hst, has led to a burning 
controversy, rushing. into which, another 
magistrate, indorsing Fordham, says: 

In almost every case of domestic trouble 
in my court the cause may be found in the 
husband's submission to his wife. This is a 
perversion’ of the natural order of things. 
Many years experience has taught me that 
the O14 Testament order is the safest for 
human happiness. The wife must be the 
subject of her husband, even where the hus- 
band is unworthy of respect or veneration. 
She must yield to him in all points. Other- 
wise there will be trouble sooner or later. It 
is a fashion to talk about mutual regard and 
‘absolute equality,’ bat it rerely works in 
practice. If a woman is not prepared to hon- 
or and obey her husband, she ought not to 
have married him.’’ 

A prominent London clergyman concurs 
mainly in this view, but advocates mutual 
understanding concerning men whom the 
wife. is entitled to receive. A lady in charge 
of the headquarters of the suffragettes em- 
phatically dissented from the magistrate’s 
opinion. She upheld absolute equality be- 
tween wife and husband. She said: 

The only arrangement is the mutual one. 
The marriage service, with its ‘ love, honor, 
and obey,’ is an anachronism. The wife is 
entitled to as much liberty as is the hus- 
band.” 

It is noteworthy that the expressers ot 
opinions on the subject are reluctant to di- 
vulge their names.

PLANS CEMENT PARKWAYS _ 
„ TOPROTECT BOULEVARDS, 


Supt. Jensen of West Board Devises 
Scheme to Save Grass and Trees from 
Smoke. 


A plan to protect the parkways of the west 
side boulevards from the encroachments of 
the manufacturing districts will be tried by 
Supt. Jens Jensen of the west parks on Jack- 
son boulevard. between Green and Aberdeen 
streets. 

The ehtire width of the sidewalk and park- 
ways will be paved with cement; The trees 
will be set in openings five feet square and 
the. roots will be protected by iron gratings. 
A System of subirrigation, by which the 
trees can be watered and given liquid food, 
will enable them to resist the smoke laden 
atmosphere which has killed the-trees on 
other boulevards in manufacturing districts. 

Previous boards have been compelled to 
abandon the efforts to maintain parkways 
on Jackson and Washington boulevards in 
the business district. On Jackson boulevard 
the parkways have been abandoned as far 
east ag Green street, and on Washington 
boulevard as far as Halsted street. 

In this way,“ Mr. Jensen said, “ we hope 
to give that distinction to Jackson boulevard 
which is essential to mark the difference be- 
tween a boulevard and the ordinary city 
street. As soon as you cease to have trees 
you no longer have a boulevard It is im- 
possible to maintain grass plats, but we can 
still have the vista of trees. The plan has 
worked successfully in Berlin and other 
cities in Europe, but as far as I know has 
never been tried in the United States.“
